Agenda Includes 


Police, Hoops and a Laureate 


Greenbelt has been awarded 
$32,000 from the Local Law En- 
forcement Block Grant Program, 
the city council was informed at 
the September 23 regular council 
meeting. The grant, which is of- 
fered by the Department of Jus- 
tice, requires a $3,500 city match. 
The grant also requires that an 
advisory board review possible 
uses for the fund and make non- 
binding recommendations. This 
segment of the council meeting 
was a public hearing to discuss 
these recommendations, which in- 
cluded acquisition of one police 
car for routine patrol and the ad- 
dition of four-wheel drive capa- 
bility to three vehicles for offic- 
ers to use during inclement 
weather. 

There were no questions or 
comments from the audience. 
Councilmember Thomas White 
asked what use had been made 
of last year’s grant. Chief James 
Craze responded that the police 
had obtained in-car cameras, a 
portable radar trailer and a por- 
table station to diagram accident 
scenes. 

Council later proposed to use 
part of the grant for the car but 
to use the remainder to purchase 
video camera equipment for some 
cruisers. Council felt that the

police had not made a strong 
case for adding four-wheel capa- 
bility during the last budget pro- 
cess, so funds should not be 
used now for that purpose. 
Councilmember Rodney Roberts 
felt strongly that all of the grant 
should be used for video cam- 
eras, but City Manager Mike 
McLaughlin argued for the police 
car. In a split vote, council voted 
for the car and video equipment. 
College Credit 

The Greenbelt Police Depart- 
ment has identified a program 
that enables officers to obtain 
significant college credit for their 
police academy training. Cur- 
rently, some Maryland schools al- 
low 15 credits toward an associ- 
ate degree for the academy train- 
ing process. Donald Hopkins, 
executive director of the Mary- 
land Police and Correctional 
Training Commission, described a 
program that the commission en- 
dorses would allow more credit to 
be obtained by the police. It 
would apply no matter which 
state academy the officer had at- 
tended. 

Rio Salado College in Tempe, 
Az. has an on-line associate de- 
gree program for police officers. 
After evaluating the training 
academy programs in Maryland, 


the school has agreed to award 
39 credit hours to officers who 
pass an examination offered by 
the school. They then could 
complete the rest of the associate 
degree program through on-line 
courses. Some counties, includ- 
ing Montgomery County, cur- 
rently require an associate degree

Council Eyes Purple Line 
As a Light Rail Alignment

Although the proposed light 
rail connection between Bethesda 
and New Carrollton — the Purple 
Line — will not impact directly 
the city of Greenbelt, it will affect 
perhaps thousands of people 
who live here. For that reason, 
in a work session on Wednesday, 
September 25, the Greenbelt City 
Council met, at their request, with 
two project spokesmen concern- 
ing this important issue. Director 
Andrew J. Scott represented 
Washington Area Transit Pro- 
grams within the Maryland Tran- 
sit Administration and George 
Cardwell represented the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA). 

The chosen route, the inner 
alignment, is one of two originally 
proposed. It is now demarcated 
on a new map of the entire 
Washington Metrorail system, 
which Scott and Cardwell pro- 
vided in a promotional packet 


handed out at the meeting. 

Moving northeast from the 
Bethesda Metro station, the 
route goes through Chevy Chase 
and West Silver Spring to the 
current Silver Spring Metro stop. 
At that point it turns somewhat 
southeast through Takoma-Lan- 
gley Park and the University of 
Maryland, where there are two 
stations, to the College Park 
Metro station and then even 
more sharply southeast through 
Riverdale to the New Carrollton 
station. There will be 10 sta- 
tions in all. In general, stations 
will be about half a mile apart, 
Cardwell said. The entire route 
will be 14 miles long. 

The inner route was chosen 
by Governor Parris Glendening at 
the end of October last year, rul- 
ing out an alternate outer route — 
a subway system — that would

for incoming officers. 

The police department asked 
the city council to approve this 
examination as post-entry training 
at a cost of approximately $600 
per eligible officer. Eleven offic- 
ers are currently eligible. After a 
discussion about funding the 
program, council voted approval. 

Windsor Green 

During petitions and requests, 
Richard Ransom, a Windsor Green 
resident and member of the Parks 
and Recreation Advisory Board, 
spoke about a petition on “pull- 
ing down the basketball hoops” 
in Windsor Green. In response to 
resident complaints, Ransom de- 
scribed several proposals that 
had been discussed at the advi- 
sory board’s September 18 meet- 
ing, including removing the 
bushes around the basketball 
courts so that police patrols can 
see the courts and the posting 
and enforcing of a code of con- 
duct at the courts. He said that 
police patrols are too infrequent, 
especially at sundown, but that 
he was willing to monitor activi- 
ties at the basketball courts and 
the nearby walkway himself. 

Another Windsor Green neigh- 
bor then addressed the council. 
She referred to a recent Windsor 
Green homeowners association 
meeting where a neighbor spoke 
of seeing evidence of drug use 
and selling. She felt that the 
groups intimidate neighbors who 
are out walking. She found the 
meeting “‘alarming” and said there 
was a general feeling that the 
area needs more police car and 
bike patrols. 

Mayor Judith Davis indicated 
that the police are aware of some 
drug problems in the area. The 
advisory board’s recommenda- 
tions are expected to be submit- 
ted to the city council soon and 
will be discussed at a meeting 
later in October. 

Poet Laureate 

In August 2001, council re- 
ceived a request to honor an in- 
dividual by naming him “honor- 
ary poet laureate.” Council re- 
ferred the request to the Arts 
Advisory Board for review and 
asked that the Greenbelt Writers 
Group also be consulted. At a 
May meeting the board reported 
back expressing appreciation for 
the work of this person, however, 
the board did not recommend the 
naming of a poet laureate. 

The board was then asked to 
investigate how a poet laureate 
could be selected. The board, 
along with arts advisor Nicole 
deWald, spoke about the subject 
with a number of residents, in- 
cluding members of the Greenbelt 


Writers Group and Poetry Plus. 

At the council meeting, Veta 
Hurst and Mark Gitlis, the Arts 
Advisory Board members, re- 
ported that there had been much 
discussion but little enthusiasm 
among the writers and poets on 
the subject but that there was 
little enthusiasm for establishing a 
competition. A number of alter- 
natives were proposed, including 
a writers forum at the Greenbelt 
Labor Day Festival or a column 
in the Greenbelt News Review. 
Open readings were also sug- 
gested, although it was not men- 
tioned at the meeting that the 
Greenbelt Writers Group currently 
sponsors monthly open readings 
for poets and other writers. 

Roberts encouraged develop- 
ing a poet laureate process, but 
the full council did not follow up 
on that suggestion. However, 
council asked the board to look 
into the alternatives 

Clean-up Day 

The city manager reported on 
the city’s fall clean-up day held 
on September 21. More than 30 
volunteers picked up 700 pounds 
of trash, he said. Cindy Murray 
organized the effort. Volunteers 
came from various groups in the 
community, including the Catholic 
Community of Greenbelt, Girl 
Scouts from Springhill Lake, the 
dog-training group and the City’s 
Recreation and Recycling Commit- 
tee. 

The Girl Scout troop had 
hoped to clean up at the lake; 
however, that spot had been as- 
signed to another group. They 
were asked instead to clean the 
stream area at Springhill Lake, 
where they collected six bags of 
trash and a shopping cart. Be- 
cause of the great job they did, 
the city is considering asking the 
troop to monitor trash at the 
stream as an ongoing project.

Approves License

Patrons of Roosevelt Center 
seeking a spirited libation will 
have an additional choice of 
where to go for it when the New 
Deal Café soon adds beer and 
wine to its menu. Ray Stevens, 
president, reported that he and 
Secretary Dorian Winterfeld, Gen- 
eral Manager and Assistant to 
the Secretary Terri Rutledge, four 
Supporting patrons of the Café 
and its attorney Jason Deloach 
appeared before the Liquor Con- 
trol Board on Tuesday, September 
24. Included in the application 
packet was a petition signed by 
around 340 customers who sup- 
ported the sale of beer and wine 
at the Café. The board unani- 
mously approved the application. 

Now, Stevens said, there is 
just the paper work to finish up 
before the actual sale of alcohol 
can begin. After the Café board 
of directors submits the required 
documentation, they must wait 
for a formal letter from the board 
granting the license before alco- 
hol can be added to the menu. 
It will be at least a month, 
Stevens thought, before custom- 
ers can order beer or wine. He 
commented that the Café would 
not begin serving alcohol until 
the staff had completed alcohol 
awareness training. 

Stevens said it has not been 
determined what brands of beer 
and wine will be stocked but 
several patrons have requested 
their favorites. He said the final 
decision on alcohol inventory 
would be made by the board of 
directors as a business decision.

have connected with the Green 
Line in Greenbelt, which council 
opposed. The governor’s deci- 
sion has brought generally favor- 
able comment from politicians and 
news outlets throughout the area. 
Only Montgomery County Execu- 
tive Doug Duncan has advocated 
strongly for the outer route. 
Inner Route 

On the basis of cost alone the 
inner route makes sense. Its es- 
timated cost will be $1.2 billion, 
as contrasted with the estimated 
$4 billion for the outer route. Or, 
put another way, $29 per pro- 
jected passenger as against $52, 
Scott said. Some 72,000 daily 
boardings are projected for this 
route. 

Even more significant is the 
potential contribution of this 
choice to Maryland’s Smart 
Growth initiative in providing 
transportation to inner-Beltway 
communities. One in five house- 
holds in the Langley Park region 
has no access to automobiles, 
Scott said. One in 10 lives be- 
low the poverty line. The pro- 
posed route will connect these 
people to jobs, especially to the 
major employment centers at the 
University and in Silver Spring. 

Scott quoted Maryland’s Sec- 
retary of Transportation John D. 
Porcari that the Purple Line will 
“correct a 30-year mistake” by 
connecting the University of 
Maryland directly with mass tran- 
sit. This connection will become 
a boon to the University’s 12,000 
employees and its 35,000 stu- 
dents. It will do much to amelio- 
rate the severe parking problem 
on campus. 

As another important result, it 
will also connect students and 
faculty with the New Carrollton 
railroad station and a direct 
Amtrak line to New York City. 
For area residents it will also of- 
fer access to the new stadium at 
the University and the important 


new Clarice Smith Cultural Arts 
Center. 

“T’m hoping this goes 
through,” said Greenbelt Mayor 
Judith Davis. “Here we’re deal- 
ing with need, not clout.” 

Timeline 

Currently WMATA and the 
Maryland Department of Trans- 
portation are conducting hear- 
ings, of which this meeting was a 
part, toward preparing an Envi- 
ronmental Impact Statement (or 
EIS). Communities along the 
route and nearby will have op- 
portunities to raise issues and 
provide input — what Scott de- 
scribed as “listening sessions.” 

The final EIS is expected in 
2007 and a full funding grant 
agreement in the same year. 
Construction should begin in 
2008 and be completed in 2012. 
“That is the absolute best case,” 
Cardwell said. 

The general corridor, but not 
the specific alignment, has been 
determined, he said. The latter 
will depend on engineering stud- 
ies dealing with concerns such 
as above-grade and below-grade 
placements and how the light rail 
lines will connect, for example, 
with existing Metro stations. The 
stations exclusively for light rail 
will be smaller and designed pri- 
marily for a walking population. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
offered that “top attention should 
be given to area trails for bike 
access.” 

Scott said the agencies were 
seeking input at present from lo- 
cal communities concerning the 
specific location of stations. “We 
want to complement a 
community’s plans,” he said. 
The working assumption is that 
the Purple Line would be part of 
the Metro system; that 1s, 
“adopted by WMATA.”

were 140,000 Jews in Holland out 
of a total population of around 
nine million. Many Jews were 
helped to go into, and remain 
safe, in hiding. Lagerwerff’s older 
sister Hanna was a university 
student and also, sister Meta 
says, a fine violinist. Playing 
with Jewish musicians in several 
orchestras, Hanna found homes 
in which to hide them. (Today 
she is alive and well in Holland 
and still bicycling 20 miles a day 
in summer.) 

All three siblings became part 
of the Dutch Resistance. Their 
mother suffered from a chronic ill- 
ness which kept her semi-bedrid- 
den. Her young son commuted 
by train every day to Amsterdam, 
where he attended school, but at 
night he went on raids with the 
Resistance. They were carried 
out after the 8 p.m. curfew im- 
posed by the Germans. 

For her part, Lagerwerff was a 
courier. The underground move- 
ment used women couriers as 
they were less suspicious to the 
Germans and she frequently car- 
ried messages by train to Am- 
sterdam, two hours away. 

The messages were always 
verbal, never written. She had 
no idea what they meant since 
they were in code. Speaking to 
one another by telephone, Resis- 
tance people also spoke only in 
code. Neither Lagerwerff nor any 
other Underground member used 
his or her real name in operations 
of the organization. 

The Underground had con- 
tacts everywhere. Even the Ge- 
stapo was not immune. Lager- 
werff cites an example: “Once a 
young kid was taken in a round- 
up by the Gestapo. He escaped 
through a bathroom window, but 
of course the Nazis had his pa- 
pers. However, he got his papers 
back the next day.” In occupied 
countries, everyone had to carry 
official “papers” issued by the 
Nazis. 

Espionage groups would do 
such things as install a man near a 
German army base “so he could 
count the loaves of bread that ar- 
rived, to get an estimate of German 
troop strength,” Lagerwerff remem- 
bers. “The groups were in con- 
stant contact with England, and the 
British frequently and successfully 
dropped agents with [radio] send- 
ing apparatus. They were gotten 
out by boat or plane when their 
missions were completed.” 

All radios were supposed to 
be turned in to the Germans, of 
course. But every evening “Ra- 
dio Orange,” a section of BBC 
Radio, would beam a special 
broadcast to the Dutch people. 
“And that’s what kept us going,” 
Lagerwerff stresses. Her family’s 
radio was located under the floor 
of a third-floor bedroom closet. 

The man she later married, 
John Lagerwerff, was a student at 
the local agricultural university 
and, like many other Dutch stu- 
dents, was in the forefront of the 
Resistance. Today his wife re- 
members, “Once John was ar- 
rested by the Gestapo and Resis- 
tance literature was found on him 
when the Germans searched him. 
He knew he had to escape or 
else, so in desperation he 
knocked the glasses off the Ge- 
stapo officer who was doing the 
arresting and took off running. 
He made it.” 

No Food 

Obtaining enough food be- 
came increasingly difficult as the 
war went on. In April 1941 
(Lagerwerff still remembers even 
the month), “a week’s ration of 


food per person was only three 
pounds of potatoes and one-half 
pound of rice.” The family did 
benefit a bit from early Resis- 
tance raids on the area’s fruit 
and vegetables factories, but 
eventually food from the factories 
was shipped to Germany. A to- 
tal of 300,000 Dutch men and 
women were also shipped to Ger- 
many to work in forced labor 
camps. 

During the “Hunger Winter’ of 
1944, “Lunch was always the 
same — flour and water, cooked.” 
Lagerwerff had a friend who lived 
a block away, and the friend’s 
younger brother always came to 
her house at one o’clock “to hear 
the news and join in eating the 
flour and water.” And yes, 
people ate tulip bulbs. 

“Little kids were barefoot in 
the snow. We got one pair of 
shoes per year per family (not 
one pair per person). The only 
heat came from a tiny living room 
stove which used coal if you had 
it, or small pieces of wood. By 
1944, no more gas was supplied 
to private homes, and for only a 
few hours a day was there any 
electricity or water.” 

Her Father 

Professionals and students 
were the biggest threats to the 
Nazis. We are nearing the end of 
the interview when Lagerwerff 
volunteers the information that 
although her mother, brother and 
sister all survived the war, her 
father was murdered by the Ge- 
stapo. “He got a telephone call 
warning him that there was go- 
ing to be a round-up of ‘no- 
tables’ in Leiden, and within a 
half hour, doctors, educators and 
other professionals were rounded 
up and taken to a big house. 

‘At the house they were told 
to call home, allegedly in order 
to get a suitcase to take their 
belongings with them to a con- 
centration camp. But at 9 p.m. 
my father was taken away and 
shot, as were a young doctor 
and the head of a private school. 
The Germans did not want to re- 
lease the bodies because they 
were afraid the citizenry would 
riot. When they finally did re- 
lease them, there was a cremation 
which only the immediate family 
could attend.” 

Lagerwerff tells the horrible 
story calmly and her interviewer 
comments on the calm. “You 
know,” she muses, “with my fa- 
ther gone, I lost a terrific role 
model of courage, integrity and 
compassion for others. Those 
things were his legacy to me, 
and I’m very grateful for that. 
As for the past, I have made my 
peace with it.” And religion? “I 
worship on Sunday morning by 
swimming laps in the Aquatic 
Center,” she laughs. 

In America 

After the war Dutch Resis- 
tance leader John Lagerwerff was 
offered a scholarship in the 
United States. He and Meta 
married, and he went on to earn 
a Ph.D. in soil chemistry from 
Cornell University, after which 
the two moved to Riverside, Cali- 
fornia. There John worked for 
the government as a soil scien- 
tist. A daughter and son were 
born. Her daughter Carmen is a 
clinical social worker and her son 
Mark is a Greenbelt police officer. 

In 1965 John Lagerwerff (now 
deceased) was transferred to the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research 
Center to work. The family 
moved to Lanham at that time; 
Meta came to Greenbelt in 1978. 
Along the way she acquired a 
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masters degree in education from 
the University of Maryland and 
thereafter worked as a counselor 
for the Mental Health Department 
of the Prince George’s County 
Health Department.

ATTENTION MEMBERS 


Removal of Non-Native Invasive Plants in Parcel V of GHI Woodlands 


GHI has begun to take steps to eradicate non-native invasive vines and shrubs that 
choke out native understory trees and shrubs in its woodlands. GHI has hired the 
Brickman Group, Ltd. to remove non-native invasive plants in a two-acre section 


of Parcel V woodlands that is located between Courts 13 and 19 Hillside Road. 
This work is scheduled to be done between October 7 to 11, 2002. 


Most of the invasive plants will be cleared by scything techniques (brush cutting, 
weed-eating, bush hogging). A herbicide mixture of Round-Up and Garlon will be 
applied to low-growing vines such as English ivy and vinca. The herbicide will be 
manually applied to the plants using backpack sprayers. Notices will be placed 
along the perimeter of the treated site indicating the areas that have been treated 
and the dates when residents may reenter these areas.
